Very Rev, J, L. Willson, Dean of the 
Cathedral, who was also the preacher. 


‘At the conclusion of the service, 
the Choir, ied by a cross bearer,-and 
followed by the Dean, Messrs. P. 8. 
Cassidy and J. R. Hance, Trustecs, 
and the congregation, went to. the 
monument’ outside the Cathedral 
where two wreaths of poppica were 
laid by the Dean and by His Excel 
lency the Governor, A prayer was 
then sald. : 


In giving his sermon the Deon 
apologized for the absence of Bishop 
R. O. Holl, who had talcen an oppor- 
‘tunity to go to Canton to carry o 
messitgo of the Church's Fellowship 
to friends: there, and to further his 
plans for the work amongst refugees, 


The Dean prefaced his sermon by 
recalling the sacrifice’ of those who 
took part inthe Great War, a sacrifice 
which must not be forgotten and 
which he personaily had not forgot- 
ten. Even though subsequent events 
falsified their hopes, the sincerity of 
the sacrifice and devotion to Ideals, 
and the value of the sacrifice, are 
not diminished. As a participant in 
the War, said the Dean, he could not 
help being struck by the co-operation, 
fellowship, loyalty; and even love 
which was then shown by the masses 
of the people. 


“These qualities .have not been 
shown to the same extent in the {me 
of peace. This fact must not bo for- 
gotten us wo denounce war, We 
must preserve and build up these 
war-evoked qualities in time of 


peace. 
War is Evil 


Continulng, tho Dean sald there 
‘were, however, certa'n fixed {deas 


. about war which we must get rid of 


from our minds: firstly, that wor Is 
ever the will of God. It Js not, it is 
evil. There may be greater cvils, 20 
that we have to choose war nos the 
lesser, but war Is not part of God's 
final purpose. 


Secondly, we must rid our minds of 
much of the glory and glamour of 
war, History books should be purged 
of passages wh'ch glorify aggression. 
This giory is retained by pocts who 
never saw war-Scott, Macaulay. 
Tennyson. 


Thirdly, we need to change our 
minda os Christians about the funce 
tion both of the State and of Man. 
Bismarck had sald “the nation's 
greatness, its being, Is expressed In 
_ war.’ This’. false philosophy has 

done much harm, and js still being 
vused for reference by many nations. 


Man'a being js to be interpreted 
not in relation to our an’mal ancestry 
-but In. terms .of what man _ is to. 
become, We must recognise that 
man has a splritual part to his nature. 
Animal action does not completcly 
express its views. A constructive 
alternative to war, wh'ch !s destruc- 
tive in Its nature, is co-operation. 
Reallaation of the love of God is often 
advanced as an antidote ¢o war. 
Love means so little now, that co- 
operation fills out its meaning. God 
ip co-operation, the world {s God's. 
and that Is the law of the Universe, 
So Ufe accarding to God's love must 
prevail, Mankind Is meant to be not 
competitive but co-operative.

ing of the Japanese In Bins Bay and 
a deast from Hongkong the night 
before I left confirmed expectation of 
difficulties on the journcy. I boarded 
the river steamer Slangtan on the 
evening of October 19 and. at dawn 
the following day we started for 
Changsha. We teachzd Chengling, 
at the duncden. of the Yangtse an 
Siang Rivers on the second night, and 
there learned that there had been 
an {intensive Jopanese alr rald dur.ng 
the day and that one Japancse plane 
had been shot down in flames, We 
arrived in Changsha at 4 p.m. the 
next doy,-Just as tho “all clear” was 
pounding after a day of continuous 
alarm, Over 160 Japanese machines 
had visited the city, bombing all 
important polnts on the railway 
north — an south of Changsha, 
especially the Juichow junction. : 

“{ Jearned {n Changsha that the B. 
A, T. Company had been running a 
service of ten motor trucks between 
the city and Canton, Five had just 
made n special trip to Hongkong and 
were unable to go north again owing 
to the Japanese Invasion of, South 
China. The last of the other five had 
left Changsha on the 13th for Canton 
and the service had sinco been 
suspended Indefinitely, 


Tortuous Roads 


“However I was able to arrance 
with the Asiatic Petroleum Co. -to 
travel with thelr Mr. Pearson by 
lorry from Changsha to Kweilin and 
the following day we set out. Not 
far, from the town we were held up 
twiee by a military post because of 
Japanese alr raids. We went 
through Hengshan ond Hengyang 
ond on to Kwellin along tortuous 
roads which crossed ranie after range 
of hills, The road was full of mil’ 
tary trucks and lorries and several 
times we hnd to walt from one to 
two hours before we could ferry 
across some of the many streams, 
After we crossed the Kwongsi torcer 
the read was exceptionally bad, and 
it was ao relicf to stand up in the 
swaying lorry. Some ‘Iden of the 
vibration can be gleaned from the 
fact thot all the 2 !nch screws in my 
only wooden case fell out! | . 

“After a day In Kwellln I: went 
aboard the junk which was to take 
me to Wuchow, The vesscl was only 
24 fect long and the space allotted to 
me was the fore-half of the middle 
section, just suMcient to allow me to 
erect my camp bed at night, The 
other half of the middle section was 
occupied by the junk mistress, her 
two children and her mother. The 
three boatmen hired for the trip 
slept on the small foredeck. . 


Trip Through Rapids 


“I spent seven days in ‘that junk 
on the journcy through to Wuchow, 
Shortly after leaving Kwellin we 
were stopped at the pokce  barr-er 
and St was two hours before my 
padsport and papers were given the 
O.K. The river to Pinglo Ss a series 
of rapids at its present level and I was 
amazed at the way the boatmen 
kept the Junk from being pounded to 
pieces against the rocks by mcans of 
their Jong bamboos with heavy tron- 


tips. 7 

“We left Plnglo on the afternoon 
of the third day and as we approsch- 
ed Wuchow the small Union Jack, 
but a few inches high, which I had 
holsted on the mat roofing, saved us 
from being commandcercd by parties 
of miiltary. : 

“On arriving at Wuchow I heard 
the surprising news that both Canton 
and Hankow had fallen and that 
the Japanese were = purhing 
on towards the West River, H.MS. 
Robin had arrived In .Wuchow the 
same evening from’ Canton and 
Teported that fighting was alrcady 
roging at Sumshul, Raids were a2 
daily occurrence in Wuchow and 
business, ns In Chongsha and Ichang, 
was confined to a few hours a day, 
usually in the afternoons, 

"The follow:ng evening Lt. Cmdr. 
Forbes of the Britleh gunboats re- 
eclved instructlons from the Consul- 
Gencral in Canton to evacunte to 
Cunton all British women and chil- 
dren and any men who could be 
spared. It was decided to take Miss

Situation Obscure 


‘When we reached Mao Kau the 
Jopanese flag was fly:ng over the city 
but we distinctly heard cannon fire 
indicating that Aghtlng was in pro- 
gress not for inland. Further down 
strenm we passed o town full of 
Chinese soldiers! The Canton delta 
country is so broken up by water- 
ways that It 1s dificult to ‘know 
where the front lines of the opposing 
torees begin and end, 

“Shortly after noon we reached 
Pakkal where the foreign ‘residences 
and Custom House at Kongmoon are 


-| situated. In addition to our convoy 


three other British steamers and a 
tug were in the harbour. All of them 
had been botticd up fin the Delta 
since October 14, and those on board 
hod many trying experiences. The 
arrival of HMS, Cicala a few days 
before we reached Kongmoon had 
been hatied with relief, 

“All the Customs staff. had been 


evacuated except Mr. Williams the]: 


Commissioner, Mr. Bockler, the Har- 
hour Master, and his wife and a few 
boatmen. A few American Fathers 
and the staff of six Canadians in the 
Fresbyterian Mission Hospital were 
fhe only other forcigners. I trans- 
ferred io the Cicalo and for the first 
time since leav'ng Wuchow. enjoyed 
the use of a cabin. 


“On the following day the Cicala 
(Lt, Cmdr. Pack-Beresford) received 
orders that the Robin convoy and the 
Cicala and the four British vessels at 
Kongmoon were to procced down~ 
stream through the Japanese barriers. 
After pnssing the barriers the war- 
ships would’ proceed to Canton and 
the merchant vessels to Hongkong. I 
transferred’ to . the ‘Kwong Fook 
Cheong, the largest-of the Kongmoon 
vessels, ond swe left on the’ morning 
of November 10, :

“We were thirteen craft all told

Theory of Cause 

It ts belleved that the swaying of 
the anti-aircraft gun from side to 
side may have been the cause of tho 
accident, as large pieces of rubber 
from the wheels of the gun were 
found by military officials about half 
a mille from the scene of the accident. 

Jt would appear from this theory 

that the driver, Gunner Atkins, lost 
control of the truck when | coming 
down from Customs Pass and after 
colliding with o comniercial vehicie 
proceeding in the opposite direction, 
slddded® off the road and over the 
embankment. 
After toppling over for obout ten 
fect, the truck was smashed to pleces 
on a huge boulder, while the antl- 
aircraft gun must have been hurled 
through the alr to come to rest on 
the other side of the boulder. 

Motor lorry 1382, which was 
coming in the opposite directlon, had 
{ts right rear-wheel ripped off and 
Its patrol tank smashed before It also 
crashed over the embankment about 
35 yards further down the road. 

A.number of umbulances were on 
the scene, shortly after the accident, 
which occurred between 10.45 and 11 
am., the injured gunners being dc- 
tained at the hospital reception 
station at Whitficld.’! acks before 
being sent to the military: hospital. 
The two injured Chinese  cook-boys 
were sent to the -Kewloon Hospital. - 

An attempt to reconstruct the ac- 
cident was made by tho military

Hospital's Nocds 

“The Society has appointed a 
Medical Board composed of Dra, 
Thomson, Lancaster, and Oldt, and 
myself. The head of the Hongkong 
Unit would be added to the beard. 
We should want. from the Hongkong 
Unit two aurgeons, two physicians, 
one oye, car, nose, and thront 
specialist, one pharmacist,. no 
laboratory technician, one operating 
room nurse nnd an cassistant, one 
night supervisor, one day supervisor, 
six ordinary day nurses, and two 
night nurscs, olso about six nurses 
for work in the five refugee camps.

OW these rules are all very 

well if you have the rigne 
-ten and the right water, But larg: 
numbers of peopl: pass their whole 
Ives without tasting a really good 
cup of tea because they have never 
rialised that they are using a tea 
which does not agree w.th the water 
of their district. 

This seems a pity, because quits. 
inexpensive teas can be bought 
which are spzclally blended to suit 
diMicult sorts of water. 

Hard, chalky watcr Js the worst 
offender, and the trouble is not 
entirely overcome by getting the 
right tea. The technique of making 
it becomes a trific different. 


EF it is made according to 
the rules laid down above, 
‘t must be allowed to infuse for six 
minutes to get the right flavour. 
Another way of making tea with 
hard water is to pour the boiling 
water into the pot first and then 
_| sprinkle the tea on to it, allowing it 
vo infuse for seven minutes. 

The whole point of this method {s 
hat the chalky deposit gets a chance 
to sink to the bottom before the tca 
vomes into contact with the water.

NOTHER: bugbear of ‘the 
tea-table is the tough 
muffin. 


This is caused by the misguided 
aracuce of cutting open a muffin and 
‘ousting it in halves. 

‘A muffin should be toasted whole, 
and then cut round the edge, torn 
apart with the fingers, and buttered. 


EF you prefer tea buns, here 
is u recipe for them. 

Sift %4 Ib. flour and half a tea- 

spoonful each of fartaric acid and 

wwurvonaie of soda, Hub in 3 oz. of 

butter till It 1s free of lumps. 

Add 3-0z. currants, 1% 02. sifted 
sugar, and half a teaspoonful of 
earraway seeds, Mix all well to- 
gether. 

Bent up an egg with a gill of milk. 
Make a hole in the flour and pour 
thls in. Mix thoroughly and Iightly. 

Greose 1 baking sheet, divide the 
dough into smal! lumps, and bake 
for twenty minutes.

New Clippers 


-Huge Machines Due | 
-Horo Early In 1939. _. 


Information which reached Hong- 
kong during the weck-end states that 
the new Pan American 74-passenger 
Boeing Clippers Avill be on the trans- 
Pacifie ice from here to Alameda 
early in 1939.. The.company has de- 
cided to put ‘four of the ficct of ginnt 
planes on the Pacific service and two 
on ‘the projected Atlantic route. 

For the: government tests, now 
about to begin, some 6,000 Ibs, of 
furniture and fixtures will go into 
each new Clipper. They will go 
through Jicensing tests, which are 
expected to be completed In about 
four weeks, os completely equipped 
passenger alr-lincrs, i

The attitude of the Berlin public 
towards the Government’s antl- 
Jewish measures, and the mob 
destruction preceding them, is, in the 
main, one of shocked amazement, as 
fur os can be Judged from talks with 
Individuals. 

. Only very few express complete 
agreement, and even members of the 
Nazi Party admitted to foreign press- 
men how very distasteful they found 
them. 

There [s. however, undoubtedly a 
minority approving of what has 
occurred, and a handful who would 
welcome more drastle steps. 

People Hving in) the provincial 
towns seem to have been more in- 
fluenced by the antl-Semitic propa- 
anda, For instance, many more of 
{he general public, apart from bands 
of hooligans, appenr to have joined in 
the provincial demonstrations. As 
one example, the wreckers included 
ns many public servants as tix 
officials, pdéstmen and employees in 
the local power station. and other 
businesses, 

Meanwhile the vigorous anti-Jewish 
campalgn conducted by the press, 
radio and public platform, has not 
been without effect on a section of 
the German public. « 

It js selterated continually that 
uttacks agalnst Jewlsh shops and 
property were just reprisals of the 
German people against aon alleged 
plot by International Jewry, and the 
measures taken against the Jews 
justified the actions of the Reich 
Government nogainst an inferlor and 
criminal race, to whom the German 
natlon owed its downfall in the Great 
War, and its subsequent trials. 

It appears that British and other 
foreign Jews in Germany will not be 
allowed to possesa armg, and will be 
treated In this respect the sume as 
German Jews. Even the most primi- 
tlve wenpons of defence such as 
Icnuckle-dusters, stecl rods, rubber 
truncheons and pocket knives with 
fixed blades ore forbidden. 

Foreign Jews must also surrender 
their arms for confiscation without 
compensation, 

While, us far os ts known, no 
Jewlsh homes have been wrecked in 


Berlin, there were numerous instances 
in the provinces in which Jewlsh 
bustneas houses were left untouched 
by the mob, who concentrated on 
Jewish homes. These were broken 
Into, nnd furniture, clothing and even 
Atlings, were thrown Into the streets 
and burned, while everything of 
value waa stolen, All documents and

papers of value were systematically 
burned, including Iarge sums of 
money the Jews had kept at home 
because tlicy did not trust the banks. 
tn mony cases the owners of these 
homes were taken to the police 
station, crowded together in. cellars, 
and later sent home to find their 
homes emptied and only the clothing 
they were wearing remaining to them, 
Reuter, . 


OPPOSITION WILL HARM 
JEWS FURTHER 


. Berlin, Nov. 13, 
“The Government Is on the watch, 
and it will not leave unanswered a 
single provocation by International 
Jewry.” Dr, Josef Gooobels, Minister

At Chanysha the foreign  com- 
munity js safe and well. 

There Is no Consul at Changsha, 
but Lleut.-Commander Eames of 
HLM.S, Sandpiper at present has the 
situation well under control, 

With the exception of a handful of 
missionaries who refasesto move, all 
other foreigners are evacuating this 
morning to the A.P.C., and Socony 
Installations and to the Yale in China 
University, which are situated —be- 
tween two and five ‘miles down-river. 

Foreign shipping, including the 
Jardine and B. and S, hulks and tugs, 
will be concentrated off the Installa- 
tions. 

The Japanese authorities nt Shang- 
hal, and also ut General Hata’s head- 
quarters in Hankow have been noti- 
fied of this step, while a few days

ago, high Japanese officers were 
shown maps marking the British 
property at Changsha. 

A Hankow report states that o 
message from Changsha reveals 
that Jardinc’s, A.P.C. and Defag 
offices In tho city have all been 
destroyed, but that the.

offices are still intact. 

No further news Js available re- 
yarding the foreign community, which 
has evacuated a few miles down- 
river this morning, but It {s presumed 
that all are safe.

CITY OF RUINS 


Changsha, Nov. 13. 

Changsha to-day was engulfed in 
roaring, spreading flames in {he most 
disastrous fires known for a long 
time. 

Several Jarge fires of unknown 
origin, simultancously started at 
different parts of the city, line 
mediately reduced many buildings to 
shambles, A strong nortli wind, 
sweeping the city with increasing 
speed, soon fanned the flames into 
an uncontrollable conflagration 
which defied the. desperate attempts 
of the fire brigade. 

The first alarm was sounded at 3 
o'clock in the morning. Catching 
the city completely unawares, the 
fires spread rapidly und swept large 
rows of wooden bulldings like packs 
of cards before its path, and leaving 
long lines of cinders and ruins be- 
hind. . 

By 3 o'clock in the afternoon, af- 
ter twelve hours’ unchecked fury, 
the fires had spread to places outside 
the city. 

The oMce building .of the Central 
News Agency was completely gutted 
by one of the fires. 

Members of the fire brigade and 
police force did gallant work, but 
their efforts were helpiess as the 
houses, mostly built of wood, caught 
fire easily and spread quickly. It fs 
estimated that the mujority of the 


houses in Changsho city have been 
Involved in the disaster. 

The material damage of the disas- 
ter cannot as yet been computed, but 
is believed to be exceedingly heavy. 

Throughout the fire, Jarge num- 
bers of people were driven from 
thelr doomed houses and -retreated, 
under the guidanco of the police au- 
thoritles, to the outskirts of the city. 
Despite some disorder, the minimum 
number of accidents” happened. 

Following the great fire, Changsha 
city is further denuded of {ts civilian 
population a Jarge number of people 
had been advised to evacuate the 
city before to-day's disaster— 
Centrat News.

THE CHINESE COUNTER-OFFENSIVE which 
commenced early last week is irresistibly sweeping 
forward, according to reports reecived in Hongkong this 


morning.

‘In addition, the 
Chinese seized 70 machine-guns, 
over 1,000 rifles and several 
artillery picees.

Huge Machines Due 
Here Early In 1939 


Information which reached Hong- 
kong during the weck-cnd states that 
the new Pan American 74-possenger 
Boeing Clippers will be on the trans- 
Pocifle service from here to Alameda 
early in 1939. The company has de- 
clded to put four of the fect of giant 
planes on the Pacific service and two 
on the projected Atlantic route. 

For the government tests, now 
about to begin, some 6.000 Ibs. of 
furniture and fixtures will go into 
each new Clipper. They will go 
through Jicen: tests, which are 
expected to ‘bo. completed in about 
four weeks, as completely cquipped 
passenger aolr-Jinera, : 

Equally os impressive os her load 
carrying has been other performances 
of the 74-passenger craft. 
\proved the ability of the plane to 
take-off, representing a total weight 
of 84,000 Ibs, in 40 seconds using but 
4,520 h.p. out of a total available 
6,000 h.p. For crulaing it has been 
found that cach of the four engines 
can be throttled down to approxi- 
mately half ofits total power, 

In the bullders’ test period a new 
Clipper covered some 450 miles in 
taxl-ing, made 80 take-offs and lond- 
ings and was flown several thou- 
sand miles,

planes, the new super-clippers now 
enter the next to final stage before 
going into service—that of govern- 
ment teating for an approved type 
certificate 

In the major test programmo car- 
ried out by the bullders, and now 
successfully completed, 32 separate 
trials were made.

Try this method. Take one of the 
ends to be joined and thread throug. 
u darning needle, Then insert tnc 
{needle down the middle of the other 
length of wool to bz jo:ned pushing 
it down for at least three inches ana 
draw:ng it right through and out o1 
the wool, sipping the thread close 
to the place the needle emerged. 


Gently pull both sides of the wool 
outwards until the two’ cnds are 
mingled together, and give a fina. 
twist with the fingers to make the 
join perfectly smooth. 


Here js.anothcr method, equally 
effective. Unravel the ends of the 
two strands of wool to be joined for 
‘nbout two inches. If it is 4-ply 
wool, break off two strands from 
each end of wool, if 3-ply, only 
break off one strand from cach end. 


Now place the ends together and 
roll them between your fingers untl. 
the unravelled strands are woven 
into one unbroken thread. 


For the Sleeves 


if your sleeve instructions say, 
“Shape top of slzeve by cast:ng ofl 
two stitches at beginning of .every 
row,” siip the first stitch, knit the 
mext, poss the sllp-stitch over and 
cast off the next stitch in the usual 
way. By doing ths you avold & 
“step” and obtain a much neater 
edge. 


Instead of joining your pieces to- 
gether by oversew.ng w.th wool, 
machine them, belng carcful to 
match the thread exactly. This 
avoids bulgy seams and enables 
slight adjustments to be made, il 
necessary, - 


“Remember, too, if you are using 
white wool, that the finished article 
must be apotiessly clean. If there is 
any suggestion of grubbincss any- 
where sprinkle somg¢ powdered 
magnesia on the soiled part ond roll 
it uo in a clean cloth. Leave over- 
night ,and fn the morning shake the 
powder out, then you have a snowe 
white garment once more!

WHAT CHINA NEEDS 


Relative Value of Doctors 
And Teachers * 


DEBATE AT WAH YAN. 


_ “That during the next five years 
China will need her doctors more 
than her teachers” was the subject 
of u most Interesting debate held on 
Saturday evening in Woh Yan Col- 
lege. There were many speeches, 
with excellent Ideas, and well deli- 
vered, making this debate the best 
of the present session, - 

The Government sptakers, pleading 
for the doctors, pointed out the cnor- 
mous need of doctots inipresent-day 
Chim, Tho greatest need’ of their 
country during the present war, they 
urged, was amore efficient and better 
staffed medical service. Thousands 
of splendid men died out on the 
battle-Nelds, without care or comfort 
In thelr dying hour,’ becouse there 


were not sufficient doctors to attend 
idothem. The present war, however, 


seemed likely to last five years more; 
therbfore, the crying need of the 
next five years would be more doctors, 
ond still more doctors. Furthermore, 
wars were. frequently followed by 
epidemics and diseases of every. kind. 
There, the doctor ulone could help. 
What would -it profit China to have 
tho finest, teachers‘ in the world, it 
her. people were to die off in thou- 
sands, killed'by diseases and plagues 
which the doctor alone could conquer 
ond control?. Long after the ‘war, 
when the new China had risen from 
the ashes of the old, the teacher 
would come Into his own; but the 
present time, ond the next five years, 
were the era when the doctor reigned 
supreme. :
